such person at any lime, and may, if 
deemed necessary to prevent the escape 
of such prisoner, confine him in the county 
jail daring the night, and at any other 
time such prisoner shall not be kept at 
work. 


It will be observed that the section 


states that Shorb may confine his prison- 
ers in the county jail in case he believes 
they intend to escape, but we understsnd 
that the supervisor will allow the men to 
board and lodge at their homes, if they so 
desire, and if they do not report to him 
each day for work and put in their time, 
he wiil not credit them for work not per- 
formed. Under the sentences Sells has 
74 days to serve on the streets; Weber 44 
days, and Rooney 74 days. Each of the 
parties have received a credit of from ono 
to three days, and until they work out 
their full time they will be in the custody 
of Mr Shorb.
